THRILLING ADVENTURES OF A PIIOTOGKA- 


I 
PZIER IN THE YELLOWSTONE. 


F. J. ^aynes, the photographer of the 


Bchwatka expedition, says u dispatch from 
Fort Keogh, Montana, to the New Vork 
World) has finished his winter tour after 
encountering and surmounting untold diffi- 
culties and dangers, and has once more re- 
turned to civilization. 
He cut loose from 


Schwatka at the Norris Geyser basin, and 
pushed ahead with three selected guides 
Into the depths of the park. In the Upper 
basin Mr. flaynes secured negatives of Old 
Faithful, Castle, Grand, Grotto, Splendid 
and all the other famous ones while in 
' 


eruption. 
He found iu this basin and 


transferred to negatives many beautiful 
fl'nd irttere'iting scenes which only exist in 
the park under a midwinter sun. At the; 
falls He found the grand viitnniet, bridged 
by a thick sheet of ice at the brink, which 
hung out several feet beyond the lawful 
precipice, and growing longer each day as 
the spray and water were caught anl con- 
gealed before* falling. The must marvel- 
lous.thing about, the falls were the mon- 
strous icicles which hung pendent from 
this icy platform, many of them of such a 
size as to weigh a ton or more each. The 
sides of the canyon were transformed into 
Icelandic glaciers and the platform of ice 
before mentioned concealed from view tho 
mass of water which leaped a cataract into 
the chasm below. From Lookout point a 
good view of the fulls u-;is had, but Mr. 
Haynes descended to the bottom of the 
canyon and photographed a beautiful arch 
of ice that had formed across the river 
from the spray of the falls. This arch 
was so strong and firm tlmt it, bore hi< 
weight, and from it lie obtained a photo- 
graph of the falls from the bottom of the 
river, with the icy canopy shading them 
nearly four hundred feet above. It is well 
to note that the descent into the bed of the 
canon as described is a feat beyond the 
power of ordinary mortals. Eveij in mid- 
summer, when tho conditions are favorable 
for climbing and scrambling, no one has 
iever had the hardihood or daring to at- 
tempt it except Mr. Haynes himself. 


He accomplished the descent last sum- 


mer from the opposite cliffs, with the aid 
of knotted ropes, but this last trip Jown 
into the depths eclipses the former, a-; it 
was made uinder conditions a hundred 
times more d fllcuH, and when it, seemed 
simply beyo id the power of anything 
earthly, except winged creatures, to ac- 
complish. From the Falls, Havnes and 
his guides returned.via the old Mt. Wash- 
burn trail, j which is 
impossible 
for 


wheels or runners at any time of the year, 
and must be made on horseback or nfoot 
in summer, ajtid with the aid of Fnoxvshoes 
in the opposite months. 
They left the 
Falls early in the morning, hoping to 


• reach Yancey'rt cabin the same dav. They 
took no baggage, leaving luggage"of every 
description at the Falls, and carried noth- 
ing except the clothing on their persons, 
aud two biscuits each. They reached the 
summit of 
Mt. Washburn about two 


o'clock in the afternoon, an elevation of 
10,340 feejD, and found the frigidity of the 
atmosphere simply beyond all conception. 
The sight from this lofty peak, however, 
repaid them for all the trouble, labor and 
discomforts endured. 
Although they had 


been traveling in a clear sunshiny atmos- 
phere up to this point, on the opposite ^ido 
of the! mountain they found a blihding 
blizzard raging, Into" which they boldly 
plunged. 
But traveling was simply im- 


possible, and so they were compelled to 
stop and go into camp. 


With their snow shoes they scooped out 


a hole iOjJhe snow about four feet square, 
in which they kindled a lire to keep them 
from freezing. Gradually the lire melted 
the anow until u globe shaped hollow was 
formed, wh eh afforded fair shelter tor 
them. In this ulcove they passed thirty- 
six hours, waiting for the blizzard to blow 
itself out. 


The next morning the storm hud sub- 


sided, and the temperature had grown a 
little milder, but this latter change caused 
a dense fog to rise, which rendered it 
dif- 


ficult to catch bearings. 


They travelled%all that day in the fog, 


continually descending, which made it 
pretty certain thatxhey mu.-t, be going in 
the right direction,- for the mountain was 
behiod them, they thought, ind they could 
not possibly retrace their steps, except by 
travelling upward.' 
, After making about t\ven:y miles night 
again overtook them in the mountains, and 
hungry, fatigued and nearly frozen they 
scooped out another hollow basin in the, 
snow^ and passed the nigh: pretty much 
the same as the precedingoje. The dawn 
brokje clear and icy, but upon going to a 
neighboring ridge and scanning the sur- 
rouiidings closely, the fact was made ap- 
parent that, notwithstanding ai! the down-

within a short distance of .lie spot whcic 
-they had made eainp the .night before. 
.Without food, weak, tired ami hungry the 
party broke camp, and win true Ameri- 
can grit and courjige Rtarttd out, bravely 
determined to make Yancey's that day at 
all hazards. 
About three" o'clock they 


reached the cabin, and were welcomed as 
only the true Xorth American mountain- 
eer can make a wayfaring traveller wel- 
come. Here the four brave men exercised 
extreme judiciousness in not; partaking of 
food Immediately'; but they drank freely 
Of hot black coffee for a few hours and 
then ate heartily of a w'arm supper. Next 
morning they started for Mammoth Hot 
Springs, which they reached without farth- 
er incident, except the usual interesting 
accompaniments of snowshoe travelling 
ovejr monstrous depths of snow. 


While wandering around (and over Mt. 


Washburn, where they spent ncariv seven- 
ty-five hours, the four pxplorers'experi- 
enced many narrow escapes from danger- 
ous'snow slides ani canons drifted peril- 
ously deep with the flaky substance. One 
avalanche shot down the mountain, which 
must have been a mile in width. It tore 
trees up by the roots, picked- up huge 
boulders like so many pebbles, and allow- 
ed nothing in the way of rocks, trees, 
earth, or anything else -to check it in its 
mad career. An avalanche, when it first 
starts from the sumfnit is nothing but a 
tremendous mass of snow, but as it goes 
along, the rocks, trees and rubbish picked 
up become a parp and parcel of it, and, by 
the time the slide reaches the bottom, its 
composite parts are something else beside 
pnre, Innocent snow. 
Haynes and his 


comrades experienced slides of more or 
less volume every few minutes. 
They 


were constantly expecting to be swept in- 
to eternity, and it is one of tlie miracles of 
the day that they escaped from ' the park 
with their lives. 


One snow slide occurred only a few feet 


from them, sweeping down tbe mountain 
Side and currying everything before it, and 
the point on which they were standing at 
the time actually moved a few feet, but 
was resisted by some heuvy boulders and 
•did not get fully under way. Oue of the 
guides says he is sure It moved down hilt 
about forty inches, and for a second he 
thought all of them were doomed. His 
snowshoes were resrlng 01^ the ground a 
yard distant, and these the avalanche pick- 
ed up an^ carried down the mountain. 
Haynes has finished his trip and is thank- 
ful for if, too. It was a journey full of 
perils and dangers that can scarcely be re- 
alized; but like the man with a bald head, 
now that he haa or has had it, he would 
not part with H for ail the world.
